To Address Congress 


On Grave 
Questions

Washington, 
March 21.—President 
Wilson today called congress in extra 
session on April 2. 
The purpose of the extra session is 
to take action on the state of war 
which admittedly exists between the 
United States and Germany. 
In his proclamation calling congress 
together, the president states that it 
is for the purpose to receive a com- 
municaton

"grave questions of national policy." 
The proclamation 
does not state 
specifically that the president consid- 
ers a state of war exists, but leaves 
the question for discussion in his ad- 
dress and by action by congress. The 
president's proclamation follows:
